BOERS ACCEPT THE TERMS 
AND THERE IS NOW PEACE 



Lord Kitchener Wires the Welcome News 
That the Long War Has at Last Ended 
in South Africa. 



Throughout 
Rejoicing- 



the Empire There Is General 
-Conditions Granted the Burgh- 
ers Are Generous. 



London, June 1. — An official cablegram from Lord 
Kitchener, dated from Pretoria, 11 p.m., last (Saturday) 
evening, states that a document containing terms of sur 
render was signed there at 10.30 p.m. by all of the Boer 
representatives, as well as by Lords Milner and Kitchener. 

MESSAGE FROM THE KING. 
King Edward has issued the following message to 
his people : — 

"The King has received the welcome news of the ces- 
sation of hostilities in South Africa with infinite satiofac- 
tion, and His Majesty trusts that peace may speedily 
be followed by the restoration of prosperity in his new 
domains, and that the feelings necessarily engendered 
hy the war will give place to earnest co-upcration on the 
part of His Majesty's South African subjects in promoting 
the progress of the country." 



London, June 2.— Not in years had the 
House of Commons been so thronged 
with a briliiaiii ..iid cnthnsiusti.. andi- 
cnec as when the lirst lord of the treas- 
ury and government leader iu the House, 
.\. J. Balfour, announced this afternoon 
the peace terms eoncludeil with the 
Boers. 

An hour beforu the House met, a large 
crowd in Whitehall yociferously cheered 
tlie noted i)oUticians, particularly the 
colonial secretiry, .Tosepk Chamberbiin. 

Joseph Chamberlain, walked tineou- 
ceriiedly iroui the Colonial Offlco with 
a broad saiile on his face. 

Long before the customary prayer, the 
galleries of the House were packed. An 
unusually Inrfe'o uumber of yeors sat in 
their galleries, and behind the ladies' 
grill, aristocratic women were closely 
Itacked. Noticeable among them was 
Laily Sarah Wilson, who thus saw the 
end of the drama, in \vhicli she played 
sui h an active part. 

.Mr. Chamberlain and yiv. Balfour 
iioih received a great ovation as they 
walked to their seats, Mr. Chamber- 
lain's ovation teiiig by far the most eu- 
lluisiastic of the two. 

Tlie iM-riod of waiting' fnially came tn 
;-M end. Amid brealblcss silcnc^c, broken 
,1 few seconds later by applause, such as 
the House of CommoEs seldom hears, 
Mr. Balfour stood up and announced the 
tvrnis <i:i wliieli the war in South Africa 
liad been ended. Mr. Balfour's stutc- 
iiieiil was as follows: 

•'His l':.\ce!len(y Lord Milner, in be- 
iiiilf of the British government, His Ex- 
. i llenoy Mr, Stoyn, Gen. Bremner, (!cn. 
( . R. Dewet, alid ,rudge Hertzog, acting 
( 11 behalf i.f the Oriiiige Free State, and 
■ leii. Si-liiilkliurger, (ion. licit/., tleii. 
Louis Botha and (ieii. Delarey, acting in 
behalf of their respective burghers, de- 
siring to terminate the present hostilities, 
agree to the following leniis: 

"The luirghcr forces in the lielil will 
forthwith lay down their arms and haiji^d 
over all their guns, rilles ttUd amffllini- 
tion of war in their possession or under 
Iheir control, a-d desist from further re- 
sistance, and acknowledge King Edward 
\1I. as their lawful .sovereign. 

"TIio manner aiid details of this sur- 
rciidur will bo arranged between Lord 
Kitchener and Commandant Gen. Botha, 
assisted by Gen. Delarey and Chief Com- 
mandant Dowot. 

"Second— .Vll burghers outside the 
limits of the Transvaal and Orange 
ltiv<'r Colonies and all prisoners of war 
at present outside South Africa who are 
l.iirglicrs, will, on duly declaring their 
acceptance of the position of subjects of 
Ills Majesty, he brought hack to their 
linmes so soon as means of traiisport can 
b<' provided and means of subsistence 
assured. 

■"■riiird— The burghers, so returning, 
will not be deprived of their personal lib- 
erty or property. 

"Fourtli — No proceedings, civil or 
criminal, will bo taken against burghers 
surrendering, or so returning, for any 
acts iu connection with the prosecution 
of the war. The benefits of this clause 
do not extend to certain acts contrary 
to tlic u.sages of war, which had been 
notified by the commander-in-chief to 
the Boer generals, and which shall ho 
tried hy court martial after the close of 
hostilities, 

"I'^ifth— The Dutch language will be 
taught in the pu'hlic schools of the Trans- 
vaal and Orange Illvor Colony, where 
tiie pareiils desire it, and will be allow- 
ed in the courts of law, for the bettor 
and more effectual administration of 
justice. 

"Sixih— Possession of i^flcs will be 
allowed in the Transvaal and Orange 
Itiver Colony to jiorsons requiring_ them 
for their protection, on taking a license 
according to law." 

".Seventh— The military administration 
nf ill.' Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony will, at the earliest possible 
date, be siicrecdcd hy a civil government 
and as soon as eircunistanccs .peruiit re- 
presentative institutiiuis leiiiling up to 
self-irnvoriimciit will be introduced. 

"Kiglitli— The question of granting the 
franeliise to natives will not be decided 
until after the introduction of sclf-gov- 
ornynent. .

"Tenth — So soon as the conditions per-

cial, for the purpose of assisting in the 
restoration of the people to their homes 
and supplyinsr those who, owing to war 
loss, are unable to provide for themselves 
with food, shelter and the necessary 
amount of seed, stock and implements, 
etc., indispensable to the resumption of 
their normal occupations. 

"Uis Majesty's government ,Tvil}.pincp. 
at the disQOsal of these comuiissioners 

I he sum of three million pounds sterling, 
and will allow the notes issues under tlie 
law of 1900 of the South African Itepub- 
lis. and all receipts given up to ofllcers in 
the field of the late republic or under 
tlieir orders, to be presented to a judicial 
.■oinmi;-sion, which will be appointed by 
the government, and if such notes and 

II et'ipts are founil by this commission to 
have bei'ii duly issued in return for val- 
uable considr-ratioiis, they will be receiv- 
ed by the first iianied commissions as 
eviileiice of war losses suffered by the 
persons to which they were originally 
given.

Through all this the 
Iiisli members sat impassive, though 
eariier in the afternoon tjiey bad startled 
the House by a demonslraiioii, which at 
first was thought to be in honor of peace. 
This, it was .soon discovered, was 
caused by the re-appearance in the House 
of AVilliam Redmond, who had just re- 
turned from the United States. 

When Mr. Balfour's stateinent was 
eoncluded every one seemed glad of the 
opportunity for a hearty laugh, causiMi 
liy the government leader's huniorous 
iniashirig of the suggestion that tin? Com- 
iiioiis adjourn in honor ol' ]ieace. 

Sir Henry Catnpboll-Bannerman, the 
Ijiberal leader, in behalf of the opposi- 
tion, said unbounded satisfaction would 
be felt throughout the Empire at the 
conclusion of peace. Tlicy were unani- 
mous iu admiration of their late enemies, 
now their friends and fcllow-citizein, 
whose military (jiialilies, tenacity of pur- 
pose and self-sacriliciiig devotion to lib- 
erty and coiintr.v iiad won them tho re- 
spect of tlie wlic)le world, and, foremost 
of all, the respect of tlieir opponents. 
Every inenilier would olTer eougratula- 
lioiis to the King and to the country on 
the thrice blessed restoration of peace. 

.Mr. Balfour having annoiim-ed That tho 
governnieiit wmild lake an early oiijior- 
tiinity of giving a vole of thanks to Lord 
Kilelieiier anil the forces in South Afri- 
ca, the ineiiibers of the House of Coin- 
moiis ri'turncd to their ordinary yoca- 
t ions. 

IX THE LOKDS. 

Th.' Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Cambridgo went to the House of lyords 
lo hear the peace slaten.ent of the pre- 
mier, Lord Salisbury. There was a 
large attendance of ]ieers and peeresses. 
Lord Salisbu.-y, before mentioning South 
.Vfrica, ref(!rred lo the great loss which 
the Empire had sustained in the death 
of 'Lord Pauncefotc, the ambassador to 
Washington, "who had done more than 
any one man to cement the union of the 
two great Anglo-Saxon races, which is 
one fif tho healthiest and most promis- 
ing indic-atioiis of the time." 

Lord TAVcecimoiith (Liberal) and Ijord 
Itosebtrry associiit'.'d themselves with 
the I'reniier's tribute. Lord Salisbury 
then remarking that he hoped the agrc-ed 
on terms of ■surrender would bring tlie 
laiiieiitalile state of things in South Af- 
I iea to an iMiil, jiroi-eeded t<i road the 
terms of the agreeniciit arrived at with 
the Boers. 

'Lord Ttoscberry expressed iiis liearty, 
unstinted and unreserved cuugratulutions. 



THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

rarliamentary Paper Showing How 
•Peace Was Decided Upoa. 

-V parliamentary paper, issuotl this 
evening, gives the correspondence pre- 
ceding tho peace agreement. Erom this 
it appears that Gen. -Sehalkburger, act- 
ing president of the T.ansvaal, informed 
Lord Kitchener, March 12, that he was 
lireparod to make peace proposals. A 
month later the Boor delegates suhmlt- 
led propositions. On April 13 the war 
secretary, 'Mr. Brodrick, refused to enter- 
tain any projiosit ions based on the inde- 
peiideiiee of the republics. Suhseiiuent- 
iy President Steyii. of the Orange ■'''ree 
State, and Gens. Sehalkburger aiul Botha 
declared that the surrender of inde- 
pendence must be submitted to tho burgh- 
ers iu the Hold. The British govorn- 
nient cxpresse<l .suijirise at this attitude, 
but aiinounceil its willingness to accept 
:lii> Itoers' surreinler on the same terms 
hat Lord Kiteheiicr had previously of- 
ler.'d (ii'u. Botha, and to give faci"lities 
lor a consiiliation of the Boer commands. 

On .May 17, t!en. Schalklmrger ami 
.Mr. ^-'l.'yii informed Lord Kitchener and 
;l'i' Boer eonniii:;.-ioii that the liurghers 
.'isseiiililei! at \'er'.",*!!!ging jia't emufjwer- 
c'l a eoiiiiiiissioii to negotiate jieace tcrma 
subject to ralilicalion at \'erceniging. 

Lord .Milner, Lord Kit','lieiior and the 
Boer coiiiiiiission met May 1!). The lut- 
tor offered to surrender the independence 
of the republics as regards foroig-u rela- 
tions; to surrender part of their territory 
and retain self-go vernment under British 
supervision. 

These proiiosals were forthwith lejoct- 
ed. The same day Lord \Hlnor, Gqn. 
Smutz and .Judge Herzog drew up a form 
i f agreement that be sul)niitted to the 
conference at Verooniging for a yes or 
no vote. Tliis was very similar to tho 
liiial agreement, and with few alterations 
was approved by -Mr. Chamberlain, who, 
in giving notice of his approval, told 
Lord .Milner bo must inform the Boers 
that unless it was accepted within a 
lixed limit of time, the conference would 
bo considered ended, and His ^Majesty's 
govcu'iimoiit would not be bound in any 
way by the present declarations. The 
Boers iisked to be allowed until Saturday 
night to give an answer, and the result 
was seen iu the teriiiina lion of the vvnr. 

The last message of Lord Milner to 
-Mr. Chamberlain, June 1, after tho sig- 
nature of the iicace agreement, meutions 
that Mr. Steyn's name wa.s omitted 
from the signatures because he was too 
ill to come up to Pretoria, adding that 
he had already taken his parole. 

Of the Orange Free States delegates, 
Gen. Dewet signed first, liccauso Mr. 
Stoyn nominated him "acting president,'' 
ou retiring from the conference.

Tonight there was a tremendons noise in 
the streets composed of a iiandcnion; am 
of horns and cheers and the coarse jests 
of costers; lint tlie abandon whirh mark- 
ed tlie animuucenient of the relief of 
Mafekiiig and liudysmith -was lacking. 
■\Vomen, many of them earryuig babu-s 
•boys, drunken loafeis lui.l others, g a., 
of any excuse to defy law and order 
•were the principal elemouts in the ragged 
processions which wended their wn.v 
through the city, through Pall Mall and 
up I'iceadilly. 

'i'lie crowds eonceiitr.ated in licgcnl 
street and especially en the Strand, but 
let tlieiiisclvcs lose. AVonieii of lower 
class jabhed men in the faces with 
feathers, indiscriiiiinatidy tiling :tn 
apologv for confetti, in turn were hugged 
.".ml kissed bv aiiv man who found time 
for such a liiversion. .V few men stood 
around and watched the fun. One of 
the favorite decorations with the crowd 
was a cluster of red, -white iind blue 
strips wound around a tall pole. 

A curious feature of the night's street 
scenes was tliat banners were curried in 
;.everal |irocessions bearing the iuscriii- 
lion, "Brave Buller." 

There Wiis a general jubilation m St. 
.lames park. The large crowd which 
had assenilded there waited until a late 
hour for a chance to give luembers of 
ilie roviil family bound for Buckingham 
Palace a passing cheer, or a toot from 
a paiicr iruiuiiet. At the height o£ the 
rejoicing a hearse passed through Picca- 
dilly, and even the undertaker's assist- 
iiuts, who are known bs mutes, waved 
Union .Tacks. Throughout the evening 
the crowds exhibited tlie utmost good hu- 
mor, and while some of the worst ele- 
ments in London took adviintnge of the 
opportunity to disgrace themselves, the 
iinuouncemont of peace on the whole 
was received with merely mild "mnf- 
jieking." 

This was somewhat atoned for by the 
uproarious scenes in the fashionable res- 
fiiurants. The people who were dining 
in these jihices vociferously joined in 
with the orchestras wlien iio|uilar tiirs 
were rendered, and tlien indiilgeil in what 
was termed a "battle of napkins," in 
wbieh these articles were knotted ami 
thrown around the dining room indis- 
criminately.

Hand, 
whk'h had her decks s\ve;)t and all her 
canoes carrieii overboard while in that 
neighborhood. 'I'he general improssioa 
.Tmoug sealers is that the Hatzic has 
been enught in under the laud by one of 
the winter gales, and being unable to 
claw off, has been probably driven 
ashore. As will bo remembered, there 
was an Indian yarn during the beginning 
of March regarding the loss oC a sealing 
schooner near Quillayute, on tho AVasli- 
ii').:ton coast, and although Indian yarns 
arc seldom worth much, there are some 
-who are disposed to believe thnt tho 
yarn may have had something in it after 
all, for when the Hatzic left Kyutiuot 
thor(> were two days of northerly wiuds, 
wliicdi would have brought the schooner 
southward. Tho Indian yarn, which 
■was carried to Xeah Bay by tho <.J\iil- 
layutes, gave the wrecked sealer as tho 
A'iva, which was in port. 

If tb(! Hatzic is lost— anil hopes for 
her are gradually fading— her loss will 
cause considerable grief, not only i" Vic- 
toria, where Capts. i'aley. her master, 
nnd Farley, her mate, both leave wives, 
:\nd the four white men of her crew re- 
sided, but also nt Kyu(iuot, for among 
the 24 Indians of her crew, there were 
seven of the chief's family, including the 
cdiief of the trilie. The Kyufjuots won- 
already sorrowing for the missing vessel 
when the last news was received from 
that village, and it is e,Kpected that they 
will have burned tlje houses of tbe miss- 
ing men and hold their sorrow dances 
ere now, for it is thus that the siwash 
expresses his sorrow when the tribes- 
men arc lost at sea.

I'oopk- arc accustouuHl to talk of tho 
"pipiiij; tinu'.-; of iiciici'." lint a matter 
1)1' lai-t must moiicru wars have been 
I'lilioacil liy periods of depression aiui 
i i-i.^ii.s. The stimulatiou given to pro lue- 
tiou during war *is of an unnatural and 
mtilicial description. AVar creates a 
temporary increase of purchasing jiower 
at tlie expense; of debt, and oiiut^cii.ioiil 
resirittioii luler on. So thai al'ler war, 
nut only docs the cvceptioual demand 
cease, but the purchasing power of the 
l>eople is for :i time restricted below tho 
aormal. Thruugh the destruction of in- 
dustries and loss of life, productive iKjwcr 
is frequently diminished also. ^Ya^ 
brings factories destroyed, commerce dis- 
abled, and fields uiitilled. It is very 
improbable, however, that the lioer war 
will bo followed by such ronseiiuemes. 
There has been no great destruction of 
property or dislocation of business, so 
far as the mainly productive countries 
are eoiicenied. Money lias not become 
e.xcoplioiially dear an a result ol' the war. 
Consols never fell so Car as to make them 
an attractive investment and tP lead to 
large withdrawals from industry and 
merco for investment in tlie nation's 
debt. In other words the cost of the 
war has been met without a material re- 
.strictiou of the amount of capital avail- 
able for other purposes. No more war 
loaus being in sight, it is likely tliat 
money will become very clioap and i)lcn- 
tit'ul, tliat prices will rise and capital b« 
available for the development of new 
euterprises, and of now countries. But 
we admit there is a good deal of specula- 
tion aliDut those things. Tho wheels of 
commerce and enterprise "work so far 
beneatli their apparent effects, that It is 
dilllcult to tsay just what the precise re- 
sult of tho declaration of peace -will be. 



riOACE. 

lOveryono must feei u ruriii or satisfac- 
tion that the now reign will be inaugurat- 
ed Avith the Empire nt peace. Tho Brit- 
ish Empire is enn)hatically one of orgiini- 
zaliou, not of warfare. Great Britiiin 
has never gone to war ■^vithout great re- 
luctance, and has generally faced her 
foes in a state of ludicrous unpreparcd- 
iir<~s ami ineiru-iency. She has been far 
more ort-ii|iicil with prohlenirt of goveru- 
iiicnt and matenaj progress than with 
■war. Nearly all her so-called wars of 
coiKluest have been forced upon her by 
the obligation of prolectiiig the interests 
of her roiniiu'ric and the ai'tivities of 
her citizens upon the borders of civiliza- 
tion. In these respects the Boer war 
■was no exception to the rule, and it has 
liii.-illy arriveil at lie jireilestiued arid in- 
evitable eoiieliision. U" we were a iiuli- 
tary people, maintaining an Empire by 
the arbitrament of force, the -war would 
have taught us many salutary lessons in 
the necessity of military eUiciency. But 
such ktisons have been impressed ui>on 
us over and over again in the pa-st. and 
over and over again, we have forgotten 
them. No doul)t we Avill forgot them 
once more and go upon our peaceful way, 
incredulous that any<jui- slioulil ever ven- 
ture to oppose a power at once so irresis- 
tible and so bcneiiceut as ourselves. The 
one great advantage gained by the war 
just I'oiieliided has been that 11 enabled, 
till' lOinpire lo "liiid itself." \\\- are none 
of us ever likely to forget llic t^evere 
repulses at the hegiiiuing of the war 
when British forces were cut oiX iU 
Ivudysmitli, at Kimberley, and iit Mafe- 
king. and our armies were unable to 
reach tliem. These things were bad in 
theiiisi'lves, but they were iiiaile n ihnii- 
sand times W(M'so by the outlirc.ik of 
malignant liatreil and envy on the cuii- 
tiucJit of i'wUrope. We suiideuly realized 
that the cloud in South .\fric:i, at tirst 
no bigger than a man's band, iniglit de- 
veio'p into a storm which would sweep 
the 'BriUsli I'^iiijiire out of existence, and 
involve a Lyiaclysin in the history of 
Western civiliz:uio:j Then the great 
mass of ICin|)ire, lying inert and caxeless 
nil over the surface of the globe, awoke 
to tho con.sciousiietss of its unity ajid of 
the necessity for its existence. I'Yom 
that moment the issue was no longer in 
doubt. It was luit merely a (iiu-stion 
of asserting supremacy in South Africa. 
It was a question of deiuousirat ing to 
all and' sundry that in Greater Britain 
there existe<i a .world imwor which jio 
nation nor combination of nations could 
disrupt and in.'ike a prey of. The dem- 
onstration has luen most efTectual and 
the pre.=tige of the Empire stands higher 
now thiui it ever did before. The terms 
of surrender do not commit Great Brit- 
ain to anything she would not cheerfully 
hnre done .without agreement. It is an 
unfonditional surrender nxiconipariied by 
a guarantee of fair treatment to tlie con- 
quered, something of which tiicy were 
nbsolutoly .secure in any case. T^le news 
of peace has been most favorably receiv- 
ed everywhere. The only dissenting note 
is from ex-President Krugor, and from 
him it does not come 'with particnlaxly

It was 
the sole topic of ciuiversalion. 

The Lieiitenaiit-Ciovernor, Sir Ucury 
.lolv dc Lotbiiiiere, soon received on ofU- 
c'mI ilesiiaicli from the (!overiior-Geu- 
eial's secret arv, Major Maude, saying: 
■'llis l-;xiclleiii'v has received a telegram 
from Lord Kil'cliener saying that peace 
was signed last night." Ucar-Admiral 
Hiekfi.rd also received coiliinnution <)l ■ , 
the glad news, and Col. Grant, U. K.. 
Miiyor llayward and others were m- j 
feruied. 

The .Mayor took stops for tJio celebra- 
tion of the victory of tho Empire's arms, 
as soon as he heard the -news, and the , 
Drill hall was the most litting iilace for j 
ihe gathering, for there in the eiirlier ' 
slages of the war thousands gathered 
and were thrilled by martial eloiiuence 
ami patriotic music while Victoria's ciuo- 
ta to those men of Paardeberg marched 
forth on route to tho front; it was tlicre 
the young men struggled for places in 
Stratlicona's Horse, and whore their 
friends hade them Godspeed as khaki- 
clad they hurried to the front; and it 
was there that Victorians reverently 
placed the memorial to her brave sons 
who gave their lives for the ICmpire. 
Therefore it was Uttiiig that this same 
lilace should be Ihe scene of the celebra- 
tion of the triumph of those arms to fiir- 
;|.er whose cause the six Victorians left 
their bones on the far away veldt. 

Til.' Drill hall was iiuickly hlleil, Be- 
lorc "J o'clock, the hour of the gathering, 
some three thousand people gathered, 
and before the band blayed the National 
.Antliein as the Lieutenant-Governor and 
partv entered the hall, with the Mayor 
and Chief Langley leading, there were 
nearly four thousand present. The gal- 
leries were black with people, and tlie 
body of the hall was also crowded. The 
service was opened by the siuging of the 
oft-sung words, "Praise God froir Whom 
all blessings flow," after which Mayor 
llaywnrd came forward and uddresseii 
the meeting as follows: 

"The blessing of peace has now de- 
scended upon us. and 1 am sure that the 
voices ot the people' in every part of our 
great and extensive ICmpire will mingle 
together today in rejoicing that victory 
has once again conic to the (_)ld Land. 
iClieers.) The nation comes out of this 
conllict, cliasteued, perhaps, but still 
ciimmaiiiling the respect of other races, 
.iiid strenglheiieil, in reality, by the 
li^'Iil and by the saci'ilii'e of so ninny 
lii-ave lives."

They joiiiiHl hands in an 
attempt to break the power Of this Em- 
pire which has been the guarantee of re- 
lief from tho tyranny of the one, and 
ibe destructive license of the other. (Ap- 
idausiM The nioilier of liberty and 
mother of liberty-loving states that circle 
ibe earth with giirnients of light, illuinin- 
J'.liiig a iialliway in wliicli all men may 
liiid llie way to self-sustaining iir.i nliood. 
(Cheers. I 

"This is a national vieiory, and we le- 
joice ill it because We love our nation 
.iiiil revere those wliose deeds had ani- 
niuleil our reverence in Ihe past. 
do no! glory siinp.v jii llic sin-cess of our 
arms, but that uin- arms have been suc- 
cissiul ill a light fm- rig!ii principles, and 
ni.it only oiii->elve-;. luii the world at 
large wil! be lieiielilcil by the failure of 
;liiit ploi whose failure is shown iu that 
document which was signed yesterday. 
.\ll the pc'iple iif the world are bemlit- 
eil. I.\pplause.) 

"This was not a light between Boer 
and Briton; not n nuestion of the re- 
spective merits of the armies. Such in 
itself would be insigiiiticaiit, because the 
same rule would dominate our iiislitii- 
tious under wliutever name our nation 
might be cuUod, for we can always es- 
lablish our national institutions. Tho 
prize in this contest was the product of 
centuries of toil, <if tho progress of sci- 
ence, the knowledge of the arts, the in- 
ventions of genius, as expressed iu the 
iiberly of fraternity and progress, and 
not simply tho respective merits of Boer 
and Briton and the preservation ot the 
British Empire. 

"This has been preserved, as an- 
nounced Ijy this declaration of peace, 
and has been fortilied by the experiences 
of the past. This is no day for lioiist- 
iiig, but it is safe 10 say that the history 
of this campaign will make it unlikely to 
suppose that (Jreat Hritain's power will 
be tested again as long as she main- 
tains those principles which make her 
power safe. 

"It is not ti time for boiisliiig, but it is 
Ihe tru'h to say lliat we have come out 
of this ordeal stnuiger as a pcojile than 
nteteii iiiio it. Lord Kitch- 
ener, superior in diplomacy as he is in 
generalsliiii, wli"!i he sigiieil his signa- 
ture to that peace dociiiueiit ycslerilay, 
represented not a kiiigdoin with colonies, 
but an I'hnpire willioul bounds— without 
bounds, because lis bouiidiiries touch one 
.iniillier and cii-rle ihc glolic, and no dis- 
lilictioii shall lieiicefiirtli be realized. 

"Before the orilcal of lire, it \sas said 
by the eiieiiiics of the Miuiiire that this 
boundary line was Jii'pt together by 
political ties, but the Idooilslied and the 
boat of war has fused those ties into one 
now harmonized by a union of purpose. 
Wo know it all came about m suddenly 
as the night closed down upon the earth. 
Time after time staggering blows were 
struck. There was then no cur so poor 
oil earth that he n\lght not bawl dcrisiv- 
ly. Enemies, jealous of our principles, 
stood ready to sotod the note of joy 
over the grave of what had been a great 
Empire. All hell had been turned loose, 
and with wild noise stood ready to cele- 
brate tho downfall. These then saw tho 
lolonies wake, and a now alliance made, 
and soon they saw the ships steaming 
from the colonies with soldiers to the 
Motherland's aid. Ttiis was not ex- 
pected by these prophets of disaster, but 
tho sons of the Empire had at last raised 
their voices and that tnaile a new note. 
They left their lields. (heir olllces, their 
sliops and schools in tliousaiids; and what 
for'.'' Tliey had nothing to lose, these 
men of the colonics. They reniemhereil 
how ill (lays gone by their fathers came 
nnil settled this land, and the colonies 
continued. They came because of their 
regard for their id«af. These same 
mens' sons saw the laager, and they 
Weill to liu'lit for this same idea which 
made lliiir fathers cone to this contin- 
ent.

AOCIUENTAL DEATH. 

W IB. Marvin, a Visitor From Tacoma, 
Takes Overdose of Morphine. 

Ou Saturday evening W. B. Marvin 
of Tacoma, who had registered at the 
Duiiiinion hotel as J. B. Warner, Seattle, 
was found dead in his room. A doctor 
was called, who i>ronounced the man 
dead, and although it was a case fur 
the coroner, for some reason it was not 
reported to the police until an early 
hour on Sunday moruing, and when Jt 
got into tho hands of the police for tlie 
same or some other reasou it was again 
made a great secret of. 'Mr Stephen 
Jones, of the Dominion, cousiderod that 
he had done his duty when he had uoti- 
lied a doctor, and quite naturally thougut 
that tlie doctor would report to tho pohce. 
As there could he uo doubt froui tho 
start that it was a ciicie of accidental 
ileal 1) or suicide, with most of the evi- 
deiire pointing to accident, the secretivc- 
iicss maintained seems at least pocu.iar. 
However, an inquest was held yesterdaj, 
aud tho jury, after heariug the evidence 
brought in a verdict of accidental death. 

Marvin arrived here ou Friday morn- 
ing und took a room at the Domimou 
hotel, but was nut ^icen around there 
again until his body was found, although 
it was learned from other sources that 
lie had beiMi out to Beacon Jlill and 
ulher i>l;;ci-s. When found he had in his 
hand a hvpudeniiic syringe, such as is 
med for adiniiiistering morphine, am 
Ilr 'Hall, wlio examined the bod.v, and 
held a pot^t mortem exiniiiuatioii, lu his 
evidence gave the opinion that Mnrvm 
had come to his death by an overdose 
of tho drug, lie had apparently taken 
it to relievo pain resulting from an opera- 
tion fur appendicitis. 

.Mr. Jones testilied, that the house- 
keeper, being unable to get into Mar- 
vin s room on >>aturday evening to make- 
up tlie room, reportv.Hl tu bim, aud ho 
lieiiig unable to get a response to liis 
knocks opened the door and found the 
man sitting in a chair in a sleeiung pos- 
ture. He railed ill IJr. Hall. 

.Marvin bails from Taeoiiin, where lio 
was agent for a tontine association, lie 
bus been missing from there, and the 
fai t thai lie came here without any bag-- 
"ii-e and registered under nn iissumod 
name, made it look as though he had 
designs on his life.

The bill Avas one of inc 
most important ever presented to the 
consideration of the Legislature, as it 
provided for tho fonnatiini of another 
railway !kik with l^asteni Canada, and 
10iiro|ie, aiid lliii opeiiiuK i)f niiotlier 
highway to the Orient. The railway was 
to fonii'u portion of the syistem ciilleii the 
Canaiiian .Northern, which was made 
up of several railways, stretching from 
the (ireat Lakes to the I'acilic Const. 
It had been stated that the F.dmuutoti, 
Viikiin & Pncittc railway was not a por- 
tion of the Canadian Northern t^ystem, 
but lie could assure them that .Macken- 
Kie & Manu were the real owners of that 
eompimy. The reason why the agree- 
ment was not made directly with the 
Canadian Northern, •w:is that that cor- 
lionilion, by that name, had not a eh.ai-- 
ter to build further Wi'st tliiiii lOdmoii- 
tou, but under the Fdiiioutoii, Yukon & 
racili,' idiarter, which they owned and 
.•out iciileil, lliey were empowered lo 
build tliroui;li to the Coast. The Do- 
minion j;overunient had reco^'ui/.ed the 
bon.a lilies and stability of the Bdiiion- 
ton, Yukon i^- Facilic ruilwny by boniis- 
111- the road West of Edmonton. (Ap- 
lil.iiise.) They had built ii bridge at 
iMliiioiiton aci'oss the Saskatidiewan, an- 
other proof that the road was soiiie- 
I him: more than a name.

.Mr. .N'eii; coiitiiiunil the debate. lie 
w .-is picas, -d to see that the bill contained

heriii. He w.iiild vote for the secoml 
reading Ihi-h as,, the land subsidy had 
Incii ibdppeil. and the proposed cash

li'aiued thai th,- bill iliil not cont.'iin a 
provision njliu'iiig the company lo oper- 
ate till' railway after its coui|iletioii - ii' 
w-as merely pi-oviileil thai the compnuy 
slioubl coii',1 riu-l and iiiaiiilaiii a railwa,\-. 
He also objei-ted lo the clauses providing
